‘ on September 29, 1967, Inspector Tanner contacted Mr,
Cavaiani and obtained the following information: On July 8 or
10, Cavaiani applied Guthion, Sulfur, and Kelthane on his peach
orchards and repeated with the same: comblnatlon the first week
of August. The men were working in a Halford orchard, and the
orchard had been picked on September 6, 7, and 8 for the first
time, and no illness was reported. Then on September 14, 15,
and 16 the orchard was being picked again; and at this time,
three men had reported being sick. Dr, Klein of Hughson treated
these men,

The sickness of these men is closely correlated with.
Mexican Independence Day, which is September 16, Some of his
workers reported to him that they had eaten spoiled chicken and
became sick, Should these persons have been affected with in-
secticide poison, it is quite possible, according to Cavaiani,
that their exposure would have been.from dirty clothing and lm- ,
proper sanitary practices. These men live in the orchards, very
- geldom do they wash their clothes, and there are mno facilities for
refrlgeratlon of food

One incident involved 23 men employed plcking peaches at the
Zamb¥uno Ranch near Hughson in Stanislaus County. The workers

T haVE received & copy of your memorandum to Dr. Milby concerning
.illness in peach pickers. _

. There are two things that strike me as odd. First again the problem
seems to'be centered around Hughson, California, and secondly, parathion
does not seem to be involved, but ethion and guthion are,

In the first case, why have so many cases, in recent years, appeared
in the Hughson region or, at least in Stanislaus and Merced Counties?
There are miny other peach growing areas in California that have just . as
high a concentration of peach orcherds. Also, presumably most of these
other orchards_use;a pesticide program similar to those used in these
two counties. ' Are more cases reported from this area because of the
alertness of Dr. Klein and other physicians in the area, or are the grovers
in this area doing some littlé practise that is different from the rest of

peach growera in California.

The fact thet guthion, ethion, and Kelthane were used in eaeh case
where ilIness oceurred suggesta several possibllities;

1. There is accumulating a relatively high amount of organophos-
phorous reaidues in thesze treated orchards. _

2. There is a synergistic reaction occurring between onme or more
of the .chemicals,

3.. Potentiation is occurring because of the mixing of these,chemicals;

4. Possibly a chemical change is brought out in one or more of the
' chemicals because of an antagonistic.reaction of two or more of
the chemicals and. the resultant change ‘may be a more toxic sub-

stance.

‘ I don't know if there is any velidity in any of these suppositions, - but
. the fact that these illnesses occur and seem to be the result of an oOYgano-
phosphorous poisoning leads to such conjectures. Parathion does not appear
to be involved but two 1ess toxic chemicals are and this poaes the questions. -
